Le. Ulan Ude, the canital of the Buryat~-Mongeol ASSR, is lecated 100 kna. east 
of Lake Baikal. The nearest cities are Irkutsk and Chita. The nearest 
mountains are the ur ate-Mongol mountains, stretching from south to nor$h. 
The nearest river is, ‘Selenga, running to the weet. It ig an old city, built 
in about the 10th century. The city was damaged during World War If. 


2. The street system in the conter of the city constitutes a cridiron. but 
in the outer quarters the streets are irregular and crooked. Strests in 
the center of the city are illuminated by electricity; the other streeta 
ave not illuminated. Street signs are written on white sheet-lron plates, 
35 x15 em, with black writing. On one side of the street, the house 
nunbers are odd and on the other side they are eyon. 


3. Typical buildings of the city ara as follows: 


District Soviet: three-stovy, gray 
Party building? two-story, red 
Bank? thres-story, ray 
A Hotel: two-story, pink 
fechnical School: tyuo-story, red 


Timber, mud=brick, and reinforced concrete are the principal building 
materiale used. The buildings in the center of the city are twoestory; 
in other parts of the city they are all one-story. Roofs consist of core 
rugated ghoet iron, timber, or tile. The tuildings are white-washed ov 
oninted brown, black, rad. or pray. 


4% The most important streets are Leninukaya Street (central) and Baikal Street. 
The District Soviet, the Progres Cinema, the opera, the bank, the pharmacy, 
the Erdem Ginema, the Zabaikalets Restsurant, the Party building, stores, 
the garriecon, and bus garages are all located on Leninskaya Street. | 
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5. The population of Ulan Ude is 70,000. Half of the population consists of 
Russians and the other heif of Suryate. There are no ethnic minorities 
aud no forsigners in the city. Although the Soviet Constitution provides 
@aual rights for different othnic groups living in the Soviet Union, this 
provision exists only on paper. In practice the Russisns ere the chceen 
croup. Thie is true all over the Soviet Union, in the indepenfient as woll 
as the autonomous republics of the USSR. Ail the other ethnic groups ara 
treated pe subjects of the Hugelane. For oxample, in Ular Wde it is alwoys 
ths Russians who ero right whenerer there are disagreements and disputes. 
The Baryats are sometines punished and sent to prison oven if they are vight.

7. The railvoad station, lecated west of the city, her Hix or elegant tracics 
on the east side of a yellow station guilding. The freight station is 20 
meters gouth of the city station. Ulen Ude ia connected by rakl with 
Trkutel and Chita. Siz to eight peasenger traine and about cight freight 
trains pass through Ulan Ude daily. During the war a freight train used 
40 paas overy 15 minutes. Tho trains are drawn by stean engines. 


5. The military airfield ia marked aa No. 39 and the civilian airfield ag No. 
40 on the attached city plan. There are no hangars on either field and 
no underground installations. Wlan Ude ia linked ty air with Khabarovak, 
ivrkutek, Novosibirsk, Krasnoyarsk, Sverdlovek, and Mogkow. 


9. The Selenge River rune along the western aide of the city. River boate 
end other craft sail on thia river. On the south side of the city there 


is a quay. 


30. There are buses and taxis in operation in the city. Bus lines are 
designated Ulan Uda ~ Diviclonnsya, Tlan Ude - Faz, and Ulan Ude - Aircraft 
Factory No. 99. Buses are of the same type an those used in cther citios 
fn the Sovies Union. ‘the Yara of three rublea is paid W the purchane of 
a ticket. Military personnel buy tickets in the seme way that civilians do. 
Phere is no horse-drawn transportation in the city. 


il. Ghe inhabitants of the city ere workere end officiels, while those living 
around the city are employed on kolkhozy. Enterprises which employ at lsast 
1,000 workers are the railway repair ehor (No. 23 on the city plen) and 
Adreraft Factory Bo. 99 (Ho. 27 on the city plan). Tho latter recently 
wallt fighters of the LA-9 type. Ab present this plant is being converted 
to the production of jot-propelled nircraft. The workers are free to look 
for work on their own initistive. Wagee and working conditions are the sane 
ag in Chita.” 


12. Prices are fixed by the Buryai~Mongol ASSR administration, bet there is also 
& dlack market. Sugar and margarine are scarce, but all vegetablos and other 
foodstuffs can be Pouni. 


13. Tho Boryet-Mongolska Pravde and Incen Puryat, newspapers are published in 
Ulan Ude. Moscow papera ere alec sold in the city. There ia a raflio trans- 


mitter (No. 18 on tke plan). 

14. Venererl dinsass is very common among the Buryatese. Gonorrhea and syphilis 
Cases are the most frequent. Hospitale are numbered 41, 42, and 43 on the 
city plan. They are called Olbastuayn (41), City (42), and Vodniki (43). 


15. The Progres and Erdem Cinemaa show Soviet and anti-American filma. Foatball 
and physical training are snong the forms of recreation enjoyed. 


16. fhe 280th Air Pranspors Reginent and n tank and artillory unit are locatod 
in Ylan Ude.
